olive-grove. There, in 1920, my wife and I 
made our first home. The war which 
united us had separated us, and not until 
we pitched a tent in that Palestinian 
grove could we truly say that we had a 
home of our own. Even that did not 
really belong to us. The E.P. tent in 
which we lived was the King’s, and all 
around stood similar tents filled with his 
men—Rajputs,.Punjabi, Moslems and Jat 
Sikhs of the Malwa. 

It was a pleasant spot, eapgeially at 
evening, when the cool breev@ of the 
Judean uplands rustled among the olive 
leaves, carrying to our ears the cheerful 
chatter of the sepoys. I had just got 
command of the Sikh company, and, if 
King George himself had offered to change 
places with me, I would have flatly 
refused. 

In Ireland there was turmoil, but here 
was peace—a peace upheld in no small 
measure by the soldiers of India. Our 
brown ‘“‘jewans’’ cared nothing for the 
animosities of Arab and Jew: and I knew 
that, if duty called me out with the move- 
able column, I might safely leave my wife 
behind, guarded by one of my bearded 
** Singhs.”’ 

Our idyll was broken by the Quarter- 
master, who came to us one evening, much 
worried and very apologetic. “ I have just 
got orders to move camp, and this tent 
must be struck by ten o clock, to-morrow 
morning,” said he. <A hurried search for 
quarters ended in a house owned by a fat 
Syrian, with an enormous moustache, 
whom we privately named “ The Walrus.”’ 


AN ARABIC MESSAGE. 


It was a stone house, built to stand a 
siege, and looked clean. In :daylight it 


was quite inhabitable, but every night 
hordes of filthy vermin issued from 
crevices and attacked us in mass forma- 
tion. The Walrus, to whom we com- 


Jained, merely stroked his moustache. 
Through an interpreter he expressed his 
surprise at the fuss we raised. There had 
always been vermin in the world, and 
presumably always would be. They never 
troubled him, and he felt confident that, 
with a little patience, we should get used 
to them, too. What action would he take 
in this matter? None. Having nowhere 
else to go, we tried to banish the blood- 
suckers by burning sulphur in our bed- 
room, but without any effect whatever; 
and our nights were spent in intermittent 
battle with the pests. 

Relief came in the form of news that 
quarters might be had in a German 
convent. We interviewed the Reverend 
Mother, and rented two rooms which. if 
rather bare and chilly, were, at any rate, 
clean. Since the regiment was on an 
active-service footing, I had a minimum of 
office work to do, most of my time being 
spent with my men out on the windy up- 
Jands, in various tactical exercises. One 
day I set up a signal-station on a bare 
outcrop of the greyish rock which covers 
the Judean hills and looks like frozen 
porridge. 

Presently an Arab arrived, squatted 
beside the heliograph and tried to engage 
in conversation. I knew ro more than a 
dozen words of Arabic; my men knew 
none, and the signaller. becoming bored 
by the constant repetition of the word 


“moya,’’ answered impatiently (in 
Punjabi) “Oh shut up about your 
mother!” The Punjabi “mai” sounds 
not unlike the Arabic for “‘ water,’’ one 
of the few words I hannened to know. 
“ Aywah! Moya!” (Yes, water”) I 


repeated. 
BORN IN JERUSALEM. 


The Arab grinned, took my arm and led 
me to a flat, circular stone lying on the 
naked rock. Pushing it aside, he disclosed 
a sort of cave, filled with excellent water. 
It was a cistern, such as one reads of in 
the Old Testament, and was said to have 
been hollowed out by some Jebusite in the 
days before the Jewish conquest, when 
Israel still made bricks for Pharaoh. 
When we had drunk from that cistern it 
was only appropriate to eat from the vines 
and fig-trees of the valley. The vines 
were not staked up as in Europe, but 
trailed along the ground, bearing clusters 
of small black grapes, from which the 
wine of the country is made. The figs 
were of two kinds—the common purple 
ones, rather sickly sweet, and a yellow 
variety, which have a much more delicate 
flavour. Around Jerusalem there is little 
arable land, so that, while oil and wine 
are plentiful, corn is dear. For bread, 
we mainly depended on the Army canteen. 

With headquarters at Jerusalem, we 
had a chain of outposts at the Jordan 
fords, who replaced a Jewish Fusilier 
battalion, irreverently known the 
“Jordan Highlanders’’ or ‘ Jusiliers.’’ 
Just before Christmas an officer from the 
outposts came up to Jerusalem on a 
ration lorry and handed me a bottle of the 
genuine water of Jordan, remarking, 
“Keep this for the christening’’: and 
we did, but took care to boil it first. 

ere is an  indefinable fascination 
about the stony land of Judah. My wife 
and I hope to visit it again. We wish 
to sit once more under its fiz trees, to 
wander in its olive groves, and to show 
our daughter the ancient city which ‘is 
her birthplace.

The report tells of the beginnings of the work 
in a Seuss in Bayswater Hill, lent to Sir 
Arthur Pearson to house but six blinded 
soldiers and the staff to care for them, and 
recounts the tragically rapid growth in the 
numbers of men, the vast increase in the 
accommodation and staff required to look 
after them, the wonderfu! success achieved in 
building their lives anew, in finding outlets 
for the skill with which they had mastered 
many crafts and occupations, and finally the 
t position of the 1,907 officers and men

Street Lamps. 


If the ingenious inventions perfected by 
various experts are put into practice, we 
may soon have street lamps which 
function with an uncanny degree of 
intelligence. At the conference of Public 
Lighting Engineers in Bournemouth last 
week there were shown some particularly 
interesting models. One of these is a 
street Jamp which automatically switches 


itself on as soon as the natural light 
fades below a certain intensity. A fog 
or a particularly cloudy sky, which 


brought on dusk earlier than usual, would 
be sufficient to make the lamps light 


themselves. 


The Sign of Genius. 


It can almost be told by glancing at 


the style of a novel whether the 
author writes a large or small hand. 
Bulk is rare in modern novels, the 


majority of which are of the problem or 
psychological type, apparently written in 
a high tensioned state, as if the authors 
were keyed up to the highest pitch. 
Consequently most modern writers are 
nothing more than scrawlers. The 
novelists of Victorian times present a 
complete contrast. The prevailing hand- 
writing amongst novelists who are still 
famous was then' small, and the compre- 
hensiveness of the works bears testimony to 
the care taken in transcription. . 

Charles Dickens’s handwriting was 
always a trial to the compositor. It was 
very small, and he had a penchant for 
executing his work in blue ink on blue 
paper, with much interlining. Charlotte 
Bronté’s writing was so tiny and delicate 
that it almost appeared as if it had been 
traced with a _ pin-point. Captain 
Marryat’s was so microscopic that we are 
told that when the compositor took his eye 
from the manuscript he was compelled to 
stick a j; in where he had stopped, so that 
he would not have trouble in finding the 
place again. Thackeray and. Hardy 
wrote so finely, particularly the former, 
that their handwriting was nearly 
impossible to read with the naked eye.

Ellingford) may 
he classed with the colourful Impromptus of 
Coleridge-Taylor as differently instancing 
breadth of technique; while in the César- 
Franck ‘‘ Fastorale’’ nuances of poetic feel- 
ing were brought out with extreme delicacy.

Vivaldi Concerto in A minor, and Max Reger 
in the “Introduction and Passacaglia’’ made 
up a programme at once illuminative and

Ornithologist’s New Book. 


The Rev. Charles E. Raven, D.D., 
Canon of Liverpool, has many friends in 


that he will publish this week a new book, 
comprising a further selection of his 
studies on ‘‘ Bird Haunts and Bird 
Behaviour.” Canon Raven has frequently 
visited Dublin and other parts of Ireland, 
and some of his impressions of bird life 
in this country are being included in his 
new book. I remember that he came to 
Dublin in 1919 as Donnellan Lecturer at 
Trinity College, and only a few months 
ago he was the principal speaker at the 
annual meeting at Dublin of the Royal 
Zoological Society of Ireland. 

Canon Raven is now in his 46th year. 
After his college days at Caius College, 
where he was a Scholar, he became Fellow, 
Dean, and Lecturer in Theology at 
Emmanuel College, and, during the war, 
served as Army chaplain. He later 
became examining chaplain to the Bishop 
of Southwell, Llandaff and Liverpool, and 
he was appointed Canon of Liverpool] in 
1924. He was Hulsean Lecturer in 1926, 
and has also served as Noble Lecturer at 
Harvard University. In addition to the 
visits to Dublin I have noted, he has also 
visited our city as a church missioner.

The War Minister, Enver Pasha, the 


most interesting of them all, died in some 
almost forgotten Caucasian skirmish pur- 
suing the chimera of his life—namely, the 


expansion of his country in Turanian 
fields. It was one of the greatest 
difficulties that faced Turkey’s German 
advisers to keep Enver’s mind fixed 
on Euronvean matters. Raised from 
the humblest ranks bv rapid stages 


owing to his political influence, he never 
grasped pr@perly the necessity for moving 
methodically towards his goal. As a 
Damad, or son-in-law of the Sultan, his 
influence was enormous, and the Turkish 
disaster at Ardahan at the hands of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, was due solely to 


his wilful disregard of German advice. 
Nevertheless, he gave his life for his 


cause, and many have done less. 


Porcupine Fish. 


I see that two porcupine fish have been 
added to the aquarium of the London 
Zoological Society. These fish are 
amongst the most wonderful in the sea. 
They .are grotesque in appearance 
generally about fourteen inches long, and 
are covered with spines or prickles. When 
in danger they inflate themselves with 
air until their bodies become quite round 
in shape, and the prickles form a protec- 
tion by sticking straight out. 

In parts of the Far East the native 
children catch a porcupine fish and, 
having killed it, blow it up for use as a 
football. The flesh is supposed to be 
deadly poisonous. In Japan, in olden 
days, a popular method of committing 
suicide was to dine off the porcupine of 
the deep.

No wonder that Arnold Bennett entitled 
his book about America “ Those United 
States!’ For eccentricity of behaviour, 
it would be difficult to equa] the freaks 
which those extensive territories harbour. 
Only the other day we had a gentleman 
trying to establish a “record” by 
pushing a peanut up a mountain with his 
nose. Then we had flag-pole sitting 
established as a recognised American 
occupation, first by adults and later by 
children. In Baltimore a small boy sat 
lor ten days, ten hours, ten minutes and 
ten seconds on the top of a flag-pole in 
Lis garden, and the Mayor came and read 
a speech praising his stamina, grit and 
‘pioneering American spirit.” As a 
result, eighteen other children sat on flag- 
poles. One fell from the pole and broke 
his leg, but the only result was the in- 
spection of all the other poles by the 
Department of Safety. 

Now I see that a new ‘‘ record’’ has 
been set up in reading the Bible. The 
members of a church in Ohio have been 
reading the Bible aloud, in a relay system 
of one for ten minutes at a time, and 
have completed their task in seventy-five 
hours, forty-one minutes. It seems that 
they have thus beaten all previous 
“records.” While the readers were at 
work, a team of _ statistically-minded 
neople were compiling statistics of the 
Bible.

A New Munro Plav. 


At the Arts Theatre in London there 
will be staged to-night, for the first time, 
a new play by Mr. C. K. Munro, whose 
plays have for the past few years attracted 
considerable attention in all parts of the 
world. ‘* Veronica.’’ which is the title of 
this new play, is 
described as a comedy, 


but it is said to be 
utterly unlike his 
previous comedies, 


“At Mrs. Beam’s”’ 
and “ Storm.’’ These 
two plays gave Mr. 
Munro a great follow- 
ing in London and 
New York, in both of 
which cities he was 
lionised. 

It is remarkable 
that while the 
comedies have been 
markedly successful 
from a box office viewpoint, Mr. Munro’s 
serious plays have failed to attract the 
public. “The Rumour’? was revived 
some months ago in London, and its run 
was only a few weeks, and neither 
“ Progress’’ nor. “The Mountain ” ever 
got much beyond the comparatively private 
performances of the Stage Society. They 
are too ‘‘serious,’’ perhaps, for the con- 
temporary theatre-goer; they deal with 
such terrible things as war, religion and 
the modern State which have to be pre- 
sented flinpantly or fantastically to 
attract audiences. 

The son of a professor in the Queen’s 
University of Belfast, Mr. Munro is him- 
self an official at the Ministry of Labour 
in London. Hitherto his plays have been 
presented for the first time bv the Stage 
Society ; so it is something of a novelty 
that “ Veronica”’ is having its first pro- 
duction at the Arts Theatre. It is Mr. 
Munro’s eighth play to be performed. and 
much is expected of it.

CHRISTIANITY AND SOCIAL 


PROBLEMS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The letters which have been appear- 
ing in your columns from time to time on 
the social evils of uhemployment, bad housing 
and dire poverty among us seem to me to 
miss one or two points which it may be of 
service to point out. in the first place, 
many of those who write and talk on these 
subjects know nothing about them from per- 
sonal experience. It is only such people as 
the writer of the letter you published last 
Saturday, who has obviously been in personal 
contact with the very poor, who have any 
authority to write of these problems at all. 
The average letter-writer who demonstrates 
how to cure our social evils with a few windy 
sentences or idle strokes of his pen writes 
from a comfortable chair after a comfortable 
dinner. The proportion of orators on these 
subjects who have ever been in a slum or 
in personal contact with the conditions under 
which many have to exist in this Christian 
country is negligible. These people have uo 
right to talk or to write about matters out- 
side their knowledge. 

More important still, however, is it that 
we should realise that the comfortable people 
who imagine that their responsibilities to 
their neighbour can be acquitted by a sub- 
scription (often infinitesimal) to some charity, 
and the throwing of responsibility for the 
cure of these social evils on ‘‘the Govern- 
ment,’’ are false to the first principles of 
Christianity. In Ireland at the moment there 
are very many people living in great comfort 
and not a few in luxury. Jhey can afford a 
constantly increasing number of motor cars, 
expensive clothes, ME”. and entertainment 
of all kinds, and a weekly personal expendi- 
ture which would keep more than one poor 
family. With a few honourable exceptions— 
whose efforts we never see in print, and 
these in the cities for the most part—their 
personal effort for their poorer brethren is 
nil, They realise that there are poor people, 
starving children, unemployed workers, filthy, 
tumble-down houses, to the extent that, 
perhaps, they give £1 or maybe £2 once a 
year to the St. Vincent de Paul Society or 
some similar organisation, forgetting that 
four times that amount is spent in a dance 
frock for one of their daughters. For the 
rest, they blame the Government and go and 
play golf. Is this Christian? is no persona] 
effort for the poor demanded of us? 

Recently Sir Joseph Glynn lamented in 
your columns that, while 50,000 people stood 
in queues to weep over “Sonny Boy “in 
the pictures, enough Christian women could 
not found in Dublin to lend a helping 
hand to the ‘‘ sonny boys” at their own 
doors. Is it not time that thoughtful men 
and women came together quietly and with- 
out advertisement to devise means by which 
their time and their se might be use- 
fully employed in providing work for those 
who need it, and a means of livelihood to 
many who have none? The Government has 
its responsibilities. When it fails to assist 
Christian men and women who are willing 
to fulfil theirs, it will be time for these men 
and women to blame it.—Yours, etc.,

THE DANGER OF TARIFFS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—The subject of tarifis is one of 
fundamertal impcrtance to every citizen In 
Ireland. Tariffs invariably arouse bitter feel- 
ings and irritation, becoming year by year 
stronger and more persistent. In addition, 
they impede and dislocate the natural 
economic laws of the interchange of com- 
modities, mutually profitable. A situation 
somewhat parallel to the tariff border in 
Ireland existed in Australia in the early 
‘eighties of last century. Vietoria had for 
many years imposed a tariff wall, principelly 
directed against New South Wales. Settled 
resentment was increasing between the two 
peoples, with the probable result, in the 
tuture, of open hostility. ‘The advent of the 
French in New Caledonia and the Germans 
in Samoa startled Australia, and in a very 
short time Federation was the paramount 
question. The leading politicians of Victoria 
at, once adopted the new slogan of “ Federa- 
tion and inter-Colonial free trade,” who a 
short time before had told the people that 
protection was vital to their prusperity. 
How did Victoria fare under protection? 
In the manufacture of some commodities that 
require much capital and high technical 
ability a monopoly was formed, and prices 
were fixed unduly high. In others the 
artificial attraction of the duty 1esulted in a 
most severe internal competition, and, as 
there was no external market, factories were 
compelled to close down, with the inevitable 
consequenees, The leading protectionist news- 
paper in Melbourne started the cry of 
“protection cum the minimum wage,’’ and 
alleged that under a scheme of scientific pro- 
tection no tax was imposed upon the people. 
Yet, when the Federal Bill was in being, ard 
the cost of Federal government estimated at 
about eight millions per annum, the people 
were told: “ How can the money be raised 
except through the Customs*”’ 

Ireland can never be united in sentiment 
and advance on the paths of peace and 
prosperity until common-sense prevails and 
the tariff border is removed. As regards 
England, why should we tax the commodities 
we receive from our best customer in pay- 
ment of the produce we send across the 
Channel? The trend of Eurupean thought at 
present, and becoming more potent year by 
year, is in favour of the removal of all tariffs.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES 
AND DEATHS. 


WHAT QUARTERLY 
SHOWS. 


According to the return of the Registrar- 
General issued for the quarter ending the 
50th of June last there were registered in 
the Free State 15,363 births or 20.9 per 1,000 
of the population, and 10,877 deaths or 14.8 
per 1,000 of the estimated population in the 
middle of 1929—viz., 2,943,000 persons, 

In Northern Ireland for the same quarter 
the births registered were equal to an annual 
rate of 21.8 per 1,000 of the population; in 
England and Wales 17.2 r 1,000. and in 
Scotland 20.0 per 1,000. The deaths in the 
same period in Northern Ireland were 
equivalent to an annual rate of 14.7 per 
1,000 of the population; in England and 
Wales to 12.1 per 1,000, and in Scotland to 
13.0 per 1,000. 

The number of marriages registered in the 
Free State during the first quarter of 1929 
was 5,356, equivalent to an annual rate of 
4.5 per 1,000 of the population, this rate 
being 0.6 below that of the corresponding 
—— of 1928 and 1.1 below the average for 
the first quarters of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of marriages, 3,181 (or 
4.7 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman 
Catholics, and 155 related to persons belong. 
ing to all other denominations, representing 
2.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. The marriage 
rate among Roman Catholics is 1.0 below, 
and that relating to all other denominations 
is 1.5 below, the average for the first quarters 
of the ten years 1919-28. 

Of the births registered (15,363) during 
the quarter ended the 30th June last, 7,777 
were boys and 7,586 girls, which is equivalent 
to an annual rate of 20.9 per 1,000 of the 
population. This rate is 0.8 below the 
average for the second quarters of the pre- 
ceding tem yeara, and 0.6 below that for the 
second quarter of 1928. | 

The deaths registered during the quarter 
numbered 10,877, of which 5,457 were males 
and 5,450 females, equivalent to a rate of 
14.8 per 1,000 of the population, being 1.2 
below the average for the second quarter of 
the preceding decennium, and 0.2 below the 
second quarter of 1928.

Deaths from cancer during the quarter 
numbered 745; from tuberculosis, 1,073; 
diphtheria, 67; whooping cough, 94; scarlet 


fever, 20; measles, 46; enteric: fever, 24. 

Of the deaths registered 45.3 per cent.

THE DONEGAL CROSS-SLAB. 


———— 
AN INSCRIPTION IN 
GREEK. 


——— 


Several matters concerning the preserva- 
tion of ancient Irish monuments were dis- 
cussed at the quarterly meeting of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Ireland, held at 
63 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, the President, Dr. Butler, presiding. 

An interesting paper on “ The Inseription 
on Cross-slab Fahn Mura "’ 
R. A. 8. Macalister. 

The cross-slab at Fahan Mura, Co. Done- 
gal, said Dr. Macalister, is one of the finest 
examples of its type remaining in Ireland. 


It is not later than the tenth century. it 
bears figures of crosses, with interlacing 
bands on each face, and on one side two

figures of ecclesiastics. ) da 
S. Crawford discovered inscriptions cut on 
the robes of the figures, but made no at- 
tempt to decipher them. The lecturer had 
visited Fahan in the hope of making them 
out, but was unsuccessful, owing to their 
thick coating of lichen and unfavourable 
weather conditions. He was not, however, 
hopeless of their ultimate decipherment. | 

More interesting was another inscription 
on the edge of the stone, which has been 
known since 1881 to exist, but which no one 
had succeeded in interpreting. The lee- 
turer examined it, and before very long dis- 
covered that it was in Greek, and consisted 
of a peculiar form of the first half of the 
Gloria Patni. This was of great importance 
from several points of view. In the first 
place, it is the first Greek sentence as yet 
found in any ancient monument in Ireland; 
hitherto we have had nothing but such for- 
mule as the Alpha-Omega, or the sacred name 
IHC-XFC. In the second place, the form 
which the Gloria Patri assumes in this tn- 
scription is a version sanctioned by the 
Council of Toledo in the year 633, and 
adopted in the Mozarabic liturgy of Spain. 
Its appearance here on an Irish monument 
is a fact of very great interest. 

COMING BILL IN THE DAIL. 

On a further point of Church history this 
new discovery sheds some light—the relation 
between early Christianity in Ireland and 
in Great Britain. The British Church was 
under suspicion of heterodoxy in the matter 
of Trinitarianism, and this suspicion is jus- 
tified by certain ancient imscriptions in 
Wales; but there can be no such doubt as to 
the orthodoxy of the Fahan stone. In con- 
cluding, the lecturer indicated that this new 
discovery on a very well known monument 
showed that all our ancient monuments have 
to be scrutinised over and over again by 
different pairs of eyes before we can be 
sure that they have yielded up all their 
secrets. With this end in view they must 
be jealously guarded Against injury and ex- 
portation; and it is to be hoped that the 
bill shortly to be introduced into Dail 
Éireann for the protection of our great herit- 
age of FE mé. monuments will have a 
smooth passage. 

HISTORY OF LEGISLATION. 

Mr. T. P. Le Fanu, C.B., gave a short 
history of the legislation tor the preservation 
of ancient and national monumepts in Ireland 
from 1869 to 1923, indicating the origin and 
scope of the various Acts. He then went on 
to give a summary of the National Monu- 
ments Bill, 1929, calling attention to the 
points on which it shows an advance on the 
existing law, and more especially to its pro- 
visions for the making of preservation orders 
for the protection of national monuments of 
any date, and for the regulation of burials in 
or near national monuments and of excavation 
for archeological purposes. 

e also called attention to the clauses of 
the bill dealing with the finding or export of 
archeological objects, and to the proposed 
creation of a statutory body to be known as 
the National Monuments Advisory Council.

In the same year the 
Dublin Tramways Company sought 
statutory powers to enable them to insti- 
tute a service of ‘buses, The Corporation 
decided to oppose the Tramways Com- 
pany's bill unless their rights were secured 
as follows :—

abolished. 

2..The existing tramway services to be 
continued. 

3—The Corporation to be secured the 
option of purchasing the proposed ‘bus 
services. 

4.-The Tramways Company's Articles of 
\ssociation not to be extended. 

The Tramways Bill was passed by the 
Oireachtas, a saving clause being inserted 
to protect the rights of the Corporation 
and other local authorities under existing 
agreements. 

THE LUCAN LINE. 

In 1926 the Dublin and Lucan Electric 
ltailway Company went into liquidation. 
The ‘lramways Company proposed to 
purchase the Lucan undertaking, and pro- 
moted the Lucan Electric Railways Bill, 


1927. They entered into an agreement 
with the Commissioners on the órd 
bebruary, 1927. This agreement pro- 
vided :— 


1.—That the Commissioners’ right to 
acquire any of the company’s tramways, 
or any of the Lucan undertaking which 
was, or might thereafter, be included 
within the city, should be postponed for a 
period of 41 years from ólst December, 
1925. 

2.—That the company should, within 
two years, purchase and reconstruct the 
Lucan undertaking and supply and main- 
tain over that line a proper and sufficient 
service. 

3.—That the company should take all 
steps to secure the necessary statutory 
powers. 

4.—That the company should not com- 
pete with the Commissioners as suppliers 
of electricity except with their consent. 

5.—That the company would substitute 
in certain parts of the city, for the exist- 
ing pavements maintainable by them, 
silent pavements to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners. 

6.—That no way-leave should be pay- 
able by the company in respect of the 
portion of the Lucan line within the 
city or any future extension thereof. 
Provided that nothing in the agreement 
should prejudice or affect the way-leave 
then payable, or thereafter to be payable, 
under the agreement of 1897. 

7.—That the whole agreement should be 
conditional upon the company securing 
the statutory powers they were seeking. 

The company’s bill was passed into law, 
and the Lucan line duly acquired and 
reconstructed. 

VIEW NOT ACCEPTED. 

The Tramways Company urged the 
Court to accept the view that rent for 
way-leaves imposed a burden upon them 
which unfairly operated to handicap them 
in their competitions with the ‘bus com- 
panies, having especial regard to their 
contention that the way-leaves rent was 
a consideration for a virtual, monopoly of 
passenger transport by road. 

The Court,” the report proceeds, '' do 
not accept this view. In the first place, 
they regard these way-leave charges as a 
rent properly so-called paid as a con- 
sideration for value received—namely, to 
use the highway of the city in a manner 
different from the ordinary individual by 
placing thereon standards carrying over- 
head wires and rails upon which the 
trams run, in a manner involving a pre- 
ference over other users of the highway, 
inasmuch as the trams have no power of 
lateral movement for the accommodation 
of other traffic.” 

Moreover, the monopoly, such as it was 
in 1897, was the creation of Statute ; 
whereas the way-leave rent was the crea- 
tion of agreement between the parties. It 
was. accordingly, difficult to see how one 
could be a consideration for the other. 
Further, the question of way-leave was 
avain under discussion when the agree- 
ment of 1927 with reference to the Lucan 
line was entered into, and the existing 
way-leaves were preserved by & special 
saving clause. There was then no ques- 
tion of a virtual monopoly, since the bus 
competition was then becoming serious, 
yet the company thought ft, notwith- 
standing the threat to their virtual mono- 
poly, impliedly to confirm their way- 
leave agreement. 

Admitting for the purpose of argument 
that the way-leave rents did constitute an 
unfair burden, but having regard to the fact 
that any relief to the company in this respect 
could, failing agreement between the parties, 
be effected by legislation only, and then at 
the expense of the ratepayers or. taxpayers, 
the Court did not consider it a sound prin- 
ciple of legislation to relieve a private [usi- 
ness concern from the effects of agreements 
freely and voluntarily entered into. 

The Court did not, however, accept the 
view that the way-leave was an unfair burden. 

The tramways company were by statute 
required to maintain that part of the high- 
wav over which their tracks were laid and 
eighteen inches on either side, and they had 
further obligations with regard-to road main- 
tenance arising under some of their agree- 
ments with the local bodies. The company 
contended that these obligations constifuted 
another unfair burden, as their trams did no 
damage to the roads, and the roads main. 
tained by them were used by their competi- 
tors free of charge 

If it were possible to imagine trams running 
upon the streets without rails, owing to their 
weight, the damage done to the streets would 
be at least as heavy as that occasioned by 
the tramways company’s competitors. To 
obviate that Rg necessary to lay — 

il n which the trams ran. in- 
tin wb is interference with the surface of 
the roadway. ..To keep the track in repair 
and to carry out renewals involved a constant 
interference with the highway. If the 
obligation to maintain the road over which 
the trams ran did not rest upon the company.

THE COST OF 'BUS SERVICES. 
Grouping the three factors, way-leave rents, 
road maintenance charges, and rates togethe:, 
the company contended that they paid 
#87,000 annually, and that that unfairly han. 
dicapped them. ‘Bus owners had to pay 3 
minumum tax of £5 per seat per year. Jn 
1928 the company carried upou trams 
90,000,000 passengers. Were they to substitute 
buses they would require instead of 326 
trams a fleet of 675, thirty-seater ‘buses, 
which would be liable to a tax of £150 eavl. 
per annum, This would involve an annual 
contribution to the Inland Revenue of 
£101,250 per year. As the seating capacity 
of a tram was 64.6, it amounted to approxi- 
mately £4 5s. per seat per annum, as againat 
the tax of £5 per seat paid by the "buses. 
Up till the end of the year 1925 the Tram. 
way re eS may be said to have retained 
its virtual monopoly as a 
service by road. In that year it carried upon 
its trams a total of 95,687,900 passengers. 
compared with a total of 58,300,461 carried 
in 1914, although the number of miles run by 
the cars showed only a minor increase. In 
1925 the Tramway Company first ' augurated 
its ‘bus service, and at the end of that year 
bad a fleet of 12 ‘buses upon the streets as 
compared with 4 ‘buses run by other coin: 
panies or individuals. In 1926 they had 29 
as against 10; in 1927 44 as against 36, and 
in 1 65 as against 165, while for the first 
six months of this year they had 76 ’buses 
as against 181 belonging to other concerns 
__It was suggested by the company that their 
idem in instituting a 'bus service was to fecd 
its tram service. It was thought apparently 
that the bringing of numbers of passengers 
by long-distance ‘bus to the city, and by a 
regulated system of minimum fares upon the 
tramway ‘buses, the travelling public could 
be educated into using tramway ‘buses for 
certain longer journeys, while continuing to 
use the tramways themselves for the shorter 
ones, For instance, if a minimum fare of 3d. 
or 4d. were adopted on the tramway ’buses 
the public would continue to favour the trams 
for ld, and 2d, journeys. Upon the adveut 
of competing "buses this idea, if it was ever 
seriously entertained by the company, became 
manifestly not feasible, o> Aaa tha vompeting 
"buses themselves adopted the system of the 
minimum fare. In fact, the competing “buses 
did not confine themselves to routes not 
hitherto served by trams, or to challenge tLe 
company to competition upon the longer dis- 
tance routes only. but energetically competed 
for the passengers paying the ld. and 2d. 
fares for the shorter runs. 


COMPETITION OF RIVALS. 

It was contended for the "bus owners that 
this situation was brought about by the 
policy of the Tramways Company themselves. 
It was said that in the case of new routes 
not hitherto served by the Tramways Com- 
pany the latter refused to institute tram or 
‘bus services until competitors appeared in 
the field for the carriage of passengers along 
these routes, whereupon the company then 
instituted a competing ‘bus service and 
endeavoured to cut out their rivals. It was 
stated on behalf of the company, when com- 
petition became serious and intensive, that 
the abject with which the company 
operated their service was to exterminate 
their competitors, 

Both the Tramways Company and other 
‘bus‘owning concerns had to meet the unfair 
competition of the ‘‘pirate’’ ‘bus owner. 
This class of owner, instead of maintaining 
a regular service, would ‘‘skim the cream 
off any route he found profitable and abandon 
it entirely in favour of some other district 
when it suited him. 

The situation rapidly developed into a rate 
war of extermination, which reacted un- 
favourably upon both the Tramways Company 
and its rivals. 

Between 1925 and 1928 the trams lost 
practically six million passengers, the exact 
figure being 5,924,443. This figure is rendered 
al! the more significant by the fact that the 
trams ran 377,061 miles more in 1928 than in 
1925. 

The company’s passenger;receipts naturally 
showed a consistent move downwards, the 
figures being :—

While thus losing ground on the tramways, 
the company were gaining with their ‘buses. 
In 1925 they carried by ‘bus 541,856 
passengers: in 1926, 3,515,114; in 1927, 
7,894,564, and, in 1928, 11,212,188. 

NOT LOSING IN POPULARITY. 

The report continues :— 

‘Taking the company as a whole, as a 
passenger-carrying concern and grouping to- 
gether the passengers carried by tiam and 
‘bus, the resultant figures are illuminating. 
In 1925 they carried 96,229,756; in 1926, 
98,209,449; in 1927, 99,776,000; in 1928, 
100,975,645. For the first six months of 1929 
they carried 50,475,674. These figures seem 
to show that, as a passenger-carrying concern, 
the Tramway Company were not losing in 
popularity. 

The figures which seem, however, to give 
the key to the whole situation are the 
grou receipts for passengers, both tram 
and ‘bus, and the average fare per tramway 
passenger and per ‘bus passenger. 

“ These are as follows :—Passenger receipts : 
1925, £665,282; 1926, £680,829; 1927, 
£606,769; 1928, £676,261; 1929 (first six 
months), £322,794. 

The average fares paid pe passenger on 

the trams were: 1925, 1.7d.; 1926, 
1927, 1.6d.; 1928, 1.5d.; 1929 (first six 
months, 1.4d. The average fare paid per 
passenger on the tramway ‘buses were: 
1925, 2.7d.; 1926, 3.22d.; 1927, 2.84d. ; 1928, 
2. 52d.

SMALLER PROFIT. 

“ These figures seem clearly to show that 
the Tramway Company, while increasing their 
popularity as @ passenger-carrying concern 
operating both trams and ‘buses, reducing 
their working expenses upon tram operation 
and increasing their output in miles run by 
their trams, were since 1927 earning less 
profit. | 

“ The culmination of this tendency is shown 
in the following figures. In 1927 their profits 
from the operation of "buses were £9,764; 
in 1928 they were £7,511. For the first six 
months of 1928 their net receipts from tram 
passengers were £92,920, which figure dropped 
in the first six months of 1929 to £64,195— 
a fall of £28,725. Their net receipts per car 
mile were, for the first six months of 1928, 
5.7d., and this figure dropped in 1929 to 3.6d. 

“ The reason for this decline in net receipts 
is to be found in the reduced fares charged 
by the Tramway Company on their trams 
and "buses. Instances of drastic reductions 
in fares upon the trams were given in evi- 
dence by the Tramway Company's witnesses. 
The Court does not consider it necessary to 
specify them. What was happening appears 
to be obvious. The Tramway Company, 
having embarked upon a rate war of ex- 
termination, could not expect to emerge with- 
out casualty.” 

The Court was not surprised to learn that 
the "Bus Owners’ Association based part of 
their case on the assertion that in Dublin 
at present passenger transport was being sold 
at a price below the cost uf production. This 
naturally resulted in affecting the general 
financial position of the Tramway Company. 


GENERAL FINANGIAL POSITION. | 
Dealing with the general financial position, 
the report yoints out that part of the com- 
pany’s issued capital consists of mortgage 
debentures amounting to over £700,000, more 
than half of which fail due for redemption 
within the next ten years

It 
was contended that this was inadequate, 
calculsting the life of the track at twelve 
years, and the cost of renewal at 2)d. per 
mile per annum. On that basis the proper 
prsvision would have been £505,926. 

It appears to the Court that the basis ol 
calenlation put forward by the company-—- 
nameiy, a twelve-year life and a cost of 24d. 
per car miie per annum is too high. It is con- 
sidered that, if suflicient money. were not 
being appropriated during the years 1922-26 
the engineer of the company would not have 
given his certificate in the form in which he 
did. The Court was strengthened in its view 
by the admitted fect that the company durin 
the years in question expended upon trac 
and car renewals £64,000 less than the sum 
appropriated for the purpose. 

‘The report goes on :— The assets of the 
company as they appear in the balance sheet 
for 1925, the year in which the ‘bus com- 
petition was initiated, compared with their 
assets as they appear in the balance sheet 
for 1928 afford a comparison worthy of note. 
In 1924 their total assets were £424,535. In 
1928 they were £569,255, an increase of 
£144,720. What might be described as their 
liquid assets, which stood at £164,500 in 1924, 
bad decreased by 1928 to £48,500. 

“This depreciation is accounted for by the 
fact that in the interval 'buses to the value 
of £130,000 were purchased, and the Lucan 
line reconstructed at a cost of £80,000." 

CAUSES AND CIRCUMSTANCES 

In the section deuling with the conclusions 
of the Court, it is stated that the ultimate 
causes of the present dispute are to be found 
m the circumstances which produced the 
financial situation of the company as itt 
existed at the end of the year 1928. These 
the Court consider to be:— , 

1. The improvident policy of the company 
in not setting aside each year ‘since the 
issue of their mortgage debentures a sum for 
the purpose of accumulating a fund for their 
redemption. Failure to adopt this course has 
resulted un the necessity of now acc=.mulating 
such a fund in a brief period, and thereby 
adding a heavy item to the annual charges tw 
be met out of revenue. aid 

2 The substantial decrease in their liquid 
assets occasionedl by ‘the purchase of their 
fleet of "buses, and the reconstruction of the 
Lucan line, without seeking new capital for 
the purpose. 

3. The very heavy decrease in revenue 
caused by the rate-war of extermination 
waged between the company and their com- 
petitors. 

The Court consider that the Company were 
unduly apprehensive with regard to the 
financial situation at the end of 1928. The 
financial position regarded as a whole was 
then not unsound. When embarking upon 
a rate-war of extermination a business con- 
cern must expect to suffer casualties and en- 
dure losses. If the war is completely suc- 
cessful they will benefit by the extermination 
of their rivals and the recapture of their 
virtual monopoly. In such a war the con- 
cern with the biggest resources has the best 
chance of success, Their competitors were 
already feeling the stress of the conflict, and 
some were going, or had gone, out of action. 
Assistance was to be expected in the opera- 
tion of .the provision in the Finance Act of 
1929, increasing the tax payable by the 
‘buses to a minimum of £5 per seat per 
year, thus altering the position of the ‘bas 
concerns from being more favourably situated 
in this regard to. being less favourably 
situated than the Tramway Company. 

THE COMPANY’S ERROR. 

Notwithstanding these considerations, the 
company’ decided to endeavour to meet the 
financial situation by seeking relief to the 
extent of £22,000 in their annual expendi- 
ture by reducing the wages of their em- 
ployés by 10 per cent. his decision was 
the proximate cause of the present dispute. 
The Court consider that in taking this de- 
cision the ¢ompafiy were in error, In a 
war of extermination the best means of 
raising the funds necessary to carry it on 
is not 4 reducing the pay of the rank and 
file of the army, but by making sacrifices at 
home. Moreover, both the rate war and 
the financial position of the company, which 
they regarded as unfavourable, was the re- 
sult of the policy of the company, in the 
adoption of which the men naturally had no 
voice, while it is doubtful if they would 
derive any benefit from a successful issue. 

The company’s shareholders had a voice 
and a controlling one in the policy of. the 
company, and were the persons ultimately 
to benefit. Moreover, they had not been 
called upon to make any sacrifice in the past, 
whereas the men had consented in 1928 to a 
reduction in their wages amounting to 6s. per 
week. It is conceived that if the company at 
the end of 1928 were determined to carry on 
the rate war they should have had recourse, 
in the first instance at least, to their share- 
holders for the necessary temporary sacrifice. 
As a result of the company’s decision and the 
present prolonged dispute the shareholders 
will probably have to make such a sacrifice. 
in any event, 

The Court is not satisfied that the policy 
of the company in instituting a rate war was 
a good one even for the company. Wars are 
apt to be unprofitable even for the victors. 
tt the company were successful they would 
doubtless regain their virtual monopoly until 
challenged by some other competitor or other 
form of transport. When successful they 
would doubtless be able to recoup themselves 
somewhat for their war losses. This involves 
the corrollary that the travelling public, while 
gaining during the war by way of cheap 
transport, would pay for it afterwards.. More- 
over, the complete success of the company 
would involve the disappearance of their 
rivals and the loss*of the capital sunk in 
their ventures, together with the unemployment, 
for some considerable time at least, of their 
men. The Court are doubtful of the advis- 
ability, from the public point of view, of the 
uncontrolled monopoly by a private business 
concern of transport in and round the city. 

TRAMS MUST BE MAINTAINED. 

On the other hand, should the outcome of 
the present situation be the extermination of 
the Tramways Company, the resultant loss 
of capital and unemployment would be still 
more serious aud regrettable. The Court 
agree with the view put forward on behalf 
of the company, the men, and the Commis- 
sioners of the Dublin County Borough, that 
the centinuance of the transport of passengers 
by tram is to be desired. 

The Court considers that these are the only 
possible issues to the present 
allowed to continue. It is not considered 
possible that the present situation could 
remain stable and -unchanged. 

An alternative to the present rate-war 
might have been the seeking or acceptance 
by the Tramway Company of some modus 
vivendi with its ais along the line of 
regulátion of services for the purpose of 
avoiding wasteful competition resulting in 
over-production .of traffic facilities and their 
sale at uneconomic prices. Such a course 
which would have been acceptable to some at 
least of the ‘bus concerns did not in any 
wav commend itself to the Tramway Com- 
pany. Such an agreement would not, how- 
ever, afford a complete of lasting solution of 
the problem. While the responsible ‘bus 
owners would probably welcome it, it would 
leave entouchad the activities of the ‘‘ pirate”’ 
concerns. The problem credted by these latter 
can, it is conceived, be dealt with by some 
means of control ove? the issue of licences. 

ALTERNATIVE SUGGESTIONS. 

If the present problem is not to be allowed 
to solve itself by the extermination of one or 
other of the contending parties, it is considered 
that it might be dealt with in some such 
manner as follows :— 

1. By the acquisition by the municipal au- 
‘thorities interested of atl cémpeting under 
takings, and conferring upon guch authorities 
the monopoly of road transport of the areas 
administered by them; or 

2. By the establishment of a body subject 
to public control with powers compulsorily to 
acquire and manage the competing under- 
takings and by conferring upon such body a 
monopoly of passenger transport in the city 
and suburbs, or such larger or more limited 
area as should be deemed advisable; or 

3. The establishment of a representative 
Board of Control with powers to (a) control 
routes, (b) restrict-the issue of. licences, (c) 
regulate fares, (d) regulate time-tables, while 
leaving the present competing concerns other- 
wise unaffected and subject to their own 
management. 

The Court does not consider itself 
authorised or competent to do more than sug- 
gest the possibility of a solution slong these 
lines, or to attempt to develop these ideas 
in any detail. They consider that these ideas 
may be deemed naturally to have arisen as a 
result of the views put before them during 
their investigations.

GENERAL REMARKS AND A 
SUGGESTION. 

'The Court considers it regrettable that at 
the end of 1928 at the latest, and possibly 
earlier, the tramway company, or the 'Bus 
Owners’ Association, or the men as an 
organised body, should not have jointly or 
separately put before the Government depart- 
ments concerned proposals for some such 
scheme of regulation of transport as those 
adverted to. It is understood that the men 
as an pt egg body did put some such views 
before the tramway company when first dis- 
cussing the question of a reduction. Be that 
as it may. the waste of valuable time, amount- 
ing to eight months at least, during which 
nothing was effected except the making of a 
demand for a reduction in wages and its 
refusal, and no reasoned’ effort attempted to 
find a proper solution of the difficulty, is 
greatly to be regretted. 

It is recognised that any solution of the 
problem along the lines indicated will take 
time to discover, and require legislation and 
considerably more time to make effective. In 
the meantime the dispute continues, and the 
compnay, the men, and the public are suffer- 
ing inconvenience and loss. The financial 
position of the company remains unchanged, 
except, perhaps, for the worse. To make the 
comment that they are, at least in part, 
themselves to blame for this affords no com- 
fort or assistance. 

The Court, therefore. with some hesitation. 
desire to make the following remarks and 
suggestion :'— 

In January, 1928, the men agreed with the 
company to accept a reduction in their then 
rate of wages of 6s. per week, of which 5s. 
was to take effect at once and the Is. to come 
into operation at a later date. When the 
time came for the 1s. reduction to take effect 
the men represented to the company that 
they had every reason to expect that condi- 
tions would improve during the first six 
months of 1929, by reason of such events as 
the Catholic Emancipation Centenary elenra- 
tions and the contest for the Grand Prix of 
the Irish Automobile Association. etc. 

They represented that in lieu of the 1s. 
they would give increased co-operation in 
the speeding up of services and output of 
work gerierally. These anticipations of better 
conditions were not realised. Notwithstanding 
the events mentioned, conditions as regards 
the company’s receipts, so far from improving 
in the first six months of 1929, steadily grew 
werse 

The Court suggest that pending the dis- 
covery of a solution of the transport problem 
and recognising that many months must 
elapse before any remedy be made effective, 
in the immediate interests of themselves, the 
company and the public, the men should now 
agree to make effective the 1s. reduction 
which they have already in the past agreed 
to It is suggested that this involves no 
surrender of principle, and as a generous 
‘gesiure could not, and should not, be refused 
hy the company. We likewise urge upon the 
company the advisability of accepting such 
an offer if and when made, bearing in mind 
the fact that they were throughout the 
sittings of the Court willing to accept thei: 
arbitration upon the question of wages.

SUGGESTION ACCEPTED 
CONDITIONALLY. 


The Secretary of the Dublin United Tram 
ways Company has addressed the following 
reply to Mr. Gordon Campbell, Department 
of Industry and Commerce, Dublin :— 

17th September, 1929. 

Dear Srr,— 

I am to acknowledge receipt of copy of the 
report made by Court of Inquiry to your 
Ministry. 

Though the company still maintains that it 
is unfairly—albeit ‘egally—burdened with its 
obligations to Jocal authorities through whose 
districts it runs, it disclaims responsibility 
for the introdaction of that subject to the 
comparative exclusion of the real point at 
issue—-viz., the wages of the company’s 
employés. 

On that vital issue of wages, which covers 
practically 68 per cent. of the company’s 
total expenditure, the Court finds that the 
men’s wages are “just and reasonable,”’ and 
‘hat the Board was not warranted in seeking 
any reduction of them. 

In support of this finding the Court adduces 
the Belfast Tramway wages as a comparable 
guide, In this comparison apparently no 
allowance is made for the fact that the 
Belfast Tramways are municipally owned, 
and under no obligation to carn a dividend, 
or to do more than pay their way; and a 
still more important fact regarding Belfast 1s 
not mentioned by the Court. That fact is best 
described in the following statement recently 
made in public to the Municipal Tramways 
and Transport Association :— 

“During 1928 extraordinary conditions 
were created in Belfast by the intioducticn 
of a large number of privately owned vehicles 
to compete with the tramways for city traffic 
The necessity for by-laws sprang from the 
state of affairs so produced. The receipts 
from the tramways dropped by as much as 
£4,000 per week. At the inquiry the Cor- 
poration claimed, in effect, the monopoly of 
city traffic altogether, with its provision and 
control. This claim was opposed by the 
owners of omnibuses. In an exhaustive te- 
port issued by the Commissioners they de- 
clared: ‘We have come to the conclusisn 
that on general principles it is more advan- 
tageous to the public that the whole traflic 
undertaking of a city should be in one hands, 
subject to certain safeguards, and that under 
such a system the public can receive quite as 
an efficient service at a cheaper rate than if 
there is competition.’ 

“ The proposed by-laws as affecting Belfast 
were not confirmed, but the Government took 
much more comprehensive steps, and deait 
with the situation as it affected the whole six 
counties of Ulster, and issued the Public 
Service Vehicles (Amendment) (No, 2) Regu- 
lations, 1928 As a result the Corporatien 
hecame the operating authority :esponsible 
for the provision of means of road passenger 
transport for persons travelling wholly within 
the city, and, where the tramways extend 
beyond the city boundary, for the area served 
by them and a quarter of a mile beyond in 
each case, if and so long as an adequate and 
éatisfactory service is provided On the 
other hand, private owners of public service 
vehicles throughout the provinces are givei 
protection from unnecessary and unfair com- 
petition. All public service vehicles are con- 
trolled by the central authority; their routes 
are prescribed, and services are run to ap- 
proved schedules. Fares and stages are also 
subject to approval by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. The effect has been satisfactory. It 
has brought passenger conveyance service 
under unified control, and substiluted an 
ordered system where chaos reigned.”’ 


THE BELFAST CONDITIONS. 

If and when the Belfast conditions, ot 
those of cross-Channel municipal tramways, 
with which wages comparison is made, were 
applied to the Dublin Tramways, my Board 
foresees no difficulty in paying the Belfast 
wages in Dublin. That eventuality de- 
pends, however, on Government action, of 
which no promise whatever is apparent. 

The Court's criticisms of the past finari- 
cial policy of the company are based on 
‘‘after the event’’ knowledge, and there 
is not a tramway company in Great Britain 
or Ireland to which these criticisms might 
not equally be applied. 

If the directors of the company during 
the past thirty years had only had the gift 
of second sight, and had envisaged the un- 
restricted "bus competition of to-day, it is 
not improbable that, instead of paying divi. 
dends of 53 per cent. they might have paid 
5 per cent. only, and withheld and funded 
the 3 per cent. dividend to meet their pre- 
sent crisis That they did not do so is set 
forth in the Court's report as the first of 
the three ultimate causes of the present dis- 
ute. : 

: The second alleged cause is the purchase 
of ‘buses and the construction of the Lucan 
line out of the company’s own reserve funds, 
The Court’s suggestion apparently is that 
the company should have floated new capi: 
tal. In the then existing financial con- 
ditions that. would have proved a much more 
costly pracess. 

And the third assigned cause—‘ hich to 
the comoany is the only real cause, and to 
which the Court allota the last place only, 
is the very heavy decrease in revente, due— 
the Court says—to the rate war of exter- 
mination. 

WAR OF EXTERMINATION. 

My Board is at a loss to find the justi- 
fication for the Court’s reference to the 
waging of “a war of extermination.”” The 
Tramway Company's policy in its reduction

deseription as a war of extermination. 

Whether the position of the san mi is, 
or is not, due to the reasons alleged by the 
Court, is, in the view of my. directors, not 
at this stage a question of real moment. It 
is merely ting the air to pursue argu- 
ments based on criticisms of the manage- 
ment of the company in days that are gone. 
If and when n the Board feels con- 
fident it can justify its action to its share- 
holders, to wham alone it is responsible. 

The actual present position is the really 
important consideration, and it is made clear 
from two observations in the Court’s report 
as follows :—‘‘ The Court considered that the 
company were unduly apprehensive with 
regard to the financial situation at the end of 
1998. The financial position as a whole was 
then not unsound.’’ This remark is introduc- 
tory to an argument by the Court, that, as 
the company’s apprehensions were undue, the 
company was wrong in seeking to economise 
in its wages bill. 

In the concluding portion of the report the 
Court says, however: “ Notwithstanding the 
events mentioned ' (viz., the men’s anticipa- 
tions of better revenue conditions), “‘ the 
company's receipts, so far from improving in 
the first six months of 1929, steadily grew 
worse.’ 

As a matter of fact, the net revenue fell 
from 5.7d. per mile to 3.6d. per mile, and the 
receipts from £285,776 to £957 695 in that 
six months. There was no possible ground 
for assuming that this fall would not continue. 
Unless, therefore, expenses could be reduced 
the company’s financial position would soon 
become critical. 

Wages swallowed 68 per cent. of those 
expenses, and the balance of 32 per cent. 
represents rents, wayleaves and other fixed 
chayges (16 per cent.), and coal, materials, 
etc. (16 m cent.). If wages were to remain 
unaltered and unalterable, the avenue for 
economy would become so restricted as to be 
all but ineffective. 

What is the course propesed by the Court 
of homme! 

(1) To restore the services at once: 

(2) To admit the principle that the present 
wage expenditure is to be stereotyped ; 

(5) To accept as a generous gift from the 
men—while safeguarding the aforementioned 
at ge sacrifice of ls. per week ; 

(4) To let the shareholders make a sacrifice 
of their dividends and see their capital: de- 
preciate; and, meanwhile, 

(5) To Jet them await reseue through 
Government legislation in one of the three 
ways proposed hy the Court—(a) municipalisa- 
tion; (b) establishment of a Board of Owner- 
ship and Control; (c) the establishment of a 
Representative Board of Control to regulate 
routes, licences. fares and time-tables. 

THE GROWING CHAOS, 

My directors, however, are not encouraged 
by past experience to hope for such Govern- 
ment action, 

The Court of Inquiry remarks :— 

‘‘The Court considers it regrettable 
that at the end of 1928 at the latest, and 
possibly earlier, the Tramways Company 
or the "Bus Owners’ Association or the 
men, as an organised body, should not 
have jointly or separately put before the 
Government departments concerned pro- 
posals for some such scheme of regulation 
of transport as those adverted to. It is 
understood that the men. as an organised 
body, did put some such views before the 
Tramways Company when first discussing 
the question of a reduction. Be that as 
it may, the waste of valuable time, 
amounting to eight months at least, 
during which nothing was effected except 
the making of a demand for a reduction 
in wages, and its refusal, and no reasoned 
effort attempted to find a proper solution 
of the difficulty, is greatly to be re- 
gretted.”’ : 

The Tramways Company, at all events, has 
not earned the Court’s reproaches; for so far 
back as in August, 1928, the Board inter- 
viewed the Local Government Board and sub- 
sequently wrote to the Minister of that de- 
partment reinforcing. its verbal representa- 
tions as to the certain ill-effects of the then- 
growing-chaos of city ‘bus traffic. 

It was learned then that an Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee had for months previously 
been examining the question of road trans- 
port with a view to legislation and would 
soon report the result. Beyond the increase 
of the licence duty on omnibuses the legis- 
lation has not vet eventuated 

Reviewfng the whole situation, particularly 
in the light of the report of the Court of 
Inquiry, recommending solution of the 
problem by legislation, my Board is most 
reluctant to resume working under conditions 
which might induce its men to assume that 
their title is conceded to wages at a rate 
which the company’s revenue cannot provide. 

As the Court ot Inquiry, however, definitely 
eommits itself to recommending remedial 
legislation as a solution, and as it suygests 
that, pending such a solution the traniway 
services be restored, my directors are pre- 
pared to adopt tnat suggestion and to accept

Furthermore, it insists that 
both the manager of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway and his assistant shall be 
‘appointed by Moscow, and, in conclusion, 
states that the blame for any ‘‘ develop- 
ment ' of the Manchurian frontier in- 
cidents will fall on the shoulders of the 
Chinese. Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, at 
Nanking, still is in a very uncertain posi- 
tion, The troops on the frontier lack most 
of the qualities that generally are regarded 
as being necessary for efficiency, and— 
more important still—several of his recent 
opponents have not yet laid down their 
arms. In these circumstances it is 
most important for the Nanking Govern- 
ment that it should be able to save its face, 
and a complete surrender of all Chinese 
claims to a foreign Power probably would 
be most unfortunate in its results. Oppor- 
tunity would be given to every ambitious 
general to raise his standard anew, and 
once again Chinese civil war would resume 
its interminable course. We sympathise 
with the Nanking Government in its 
difficulties, but we are not sure that all 
this temporising is. well advised. Although 
neither party wishes war, it never is safe 
to allow two armies to confront each other 
indefinitely. Japan would not permit any 
serious curtailment of her own influence in 
Manchuria; but, at the same time, the 
Mikado’s Government does not approve ol 
China’s action in seizing the railways. In 
the meanwhile, Russia hopes by a menac- 
ing aspect to frighten Mukden into an 
independent surrender and thus to divide 
the country, We hope that the Russian 
effort will fail, because we are sure that 
the authority of Nanking cffers the best 
hope for China’s future. Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek’s path is thorny, but he has had, 
in the past, much practice of difficult 
negotiation, combined with _ hellicose 
threatenings. 


Night Schools. 


We hear much concerning the frivolous 
conduct of the generation that has risen 
since the Great War. It is comforting to 
learn that, in London at least, class- 
rooms and lecture halls are favoured by 
the young folk hardly less than dancing 
halls and cinematograph theatres. The 
Daily Telegraph reports that entries for 
the evening classes conducted under the 
London County Council promise to estab- 
lish during the coming winter a new 
‘vecord’’ in the number of students. 
New Polytechnic institutes have been 
built to meet the growing needs of young 
people eager for knowledge and for 
technical training. A great building of 
the sort, built in Kentish Town at a cost 
of £120,000, will be opened next month. 
Huge extensions have been carried out at 
Battersea, Regent street, Bloomsbury, 
Vauxhall, Shepherd’s Bush, Holloway and 
Westminster. An. official of the Educa- 
tion Department of the Council says that 
applications for entry to the classes are 
received from ‘‘ dustmen, bricklayers, 
postmen, omnibus men, clerks, typists, 
shop assistants and bank clerks.’’ All 
these are eager to increase their know- 
ledge, and most of them to improve their 
lot. Foreigners are taught English; 
fashion-drawing, the art of advertising, 
auctioneering, estate agency, lampshade 
decorating and salesmanship are some 
of the subjects in which instruction, 
is given. In half a dozen classes lip- 
reading is taught. An applicant who 
wished to learn Chinese and Arabic could 
not be met by the Council’s own classes, 
but admission was .secured for him into 
the School of Oriental Languages. Beside 
the Polytechnic institutes, humbler means 
for the diffusion of knowledge are main- 
tained in poor districts. In unpretentious 
classes working men are taught gardening, 
poultry-keeping, wood-carving, ‘“‘ wire- 
less ” science, photography and physical 
culture. When will the young people of 
Ireland learn that, to excel in anything 
from the dancing of a hornpipe to the 
writing of an epic, they must scorn de- 
lights and live laborious days?

Aviation for All. 


The editor of an “omnibus’’ volume of 
the best stories of Jules Verne explains 
the difficulties that beset his choice. In 
our school days “The Clipper of the 
Clouds ” was voted by all judicious readers 
to rank among the best, but to-day its 
wonder is exploded. Aviation in reality 
has surpassed the: marvels of the story- 
teller’s imaginary flying craft; for the 
Graf Zeppelin has circumnavigated the 
globe by air. The prophecy of many a 
novelist in former years that flight would 
become as common as motoring seemed to 
be more extravagant. To-day “ The Book of 
the Moth ” reveals the approaching fulfil- 
ment. This publication is a prospectus 
for a well-known variety of light flying 
craft. .Soon publications of the sort will 
be as common as similar advertisements 
for sundry makes of motor car. A summary 
of expenditure on a flight of 21,250 miles— 
occupying 250 flying hours—shows that 
the owner need not be more than £3500 
out of pocket for the costs of a good year’s 
flight. Insurance will cost him £100— 
petrol and oil the same. Housing, main- 
tenance and general expenses will amount 
to another hundred pounds. This total 
averages 34d. per flying mile. General 
expenses include licence and the cost of 
carnets, which secure for flying craft 
admission to foreign territories without 
customs deposits. No person taking up 
aviation for pleasure or for business will 
be content to fly only within the bounds 
of his home country. Aviators become 
citizens of Europe, if not of the world. 
It is considered that pupils of average 
ability can learn to fly within ten hours 
of dual control instruction, and the cost 
of instruction amounts to about £50.

OPEN LETTER TO LABOUR 
M-P.’S. 


From the Students’ Union of Glasgow 
University an open letter has been addressed 
by the Glasgow University Scottish 
Nationalist Association to the Scottish 
Labour Members of Farliament on the sub- 
ject of a Scottish Parliament. The letter 
states that at the general election the 
majority of the Labour M.P.’s claimed to 
be strong supporters of Scotland's demand 
to have a Nationa] Parliament. of her own, 
and maintained that, with a Labour Govern- 
ment in power, Scotland’s demands would 
be granted. 

‘It is a notorious fact," continues the 
letter, “that in the new Parliament Scot- 
land’s demands have continued to be flouted. 
Even the request that the application of the 
Local Government (Scotland) Act should be 
suspended till further investigation had been 
made was refused. 

“You know how the Act — a distinct 
breach of Article 21 of the Treaty of Union 
--was denounced by you during the election 
contest, and how ‘you led your supporters to 
believe that your party would repeal the Act. 

“We cannot see that if you examined the 
present situation honestly you can fail to 
adriit that it is now obvious to all that 
Scotlang is once more being deceived, and 
that every true representative of the people 
of Scotiand must make it his first object to 
secure self-government for his country.” 

The letter asks: “Will you induce the 
Prime Minister or any responsible Minister 
to give a direct reply as a guarantee of good 
faith towards the people of Scotland ?”'

THE BRITISH FOOD 
COUNCIL. 


SUGGESTED LARGER POWERS 
Sir Allan Powell, the Chairman of the Food 
Council in England, replied last night to the 
criticism made at the National Federation of 
Meat Traders’ Association meeting at Bath 
yesterday, that the Food Council had proved 
itself useless and ought to be abolished. 

In the last few years, he said, there has 
been a definite decrease in the cost of living, 
and, though my colleagues and i do not take 
all the credit, 1 am sure that the Council have 
played their part. I think that the Council is 
of real utility, and the reports we have issued 
have undoubtedly influenced prices for the 
benefit of the purchaser. 

The question of abolishing the Council may 
be considered by the Government, but per- 
sonally I think it far more likely that it will 
be strengthened. 


CABINET TO CONSIDER 
STATUTORY POWERS. 


The Press Association’s Lobby Correspon- 
dent stated last night :— 

Decisions regarding the future of the Food 
Council are expected to be taken by the 
Cabinet before Pasikessant reassembles. The 
question which the Government is examining 
is not whether the Council should be abolished, 
but whether it should be given statutory 
powers. Aft present the Council has no 
statutory powers. 

Lord Bradbury, who was Chairman until 
last April, described the Council’s function as 
that of ‘‘ giving to the public the information 
necessary to enable them to buy to the best 
advantage.” 

_ What the Labour Government is now con- 
sidering Is a proposal to empower the Council 
In certain circumstances to fix maximum legal 
prices. This is the only means by which the 
Council could enforce fair prices decisions, 
but the difficulties of giving effect to such a 
policy are enormous. 

_ The whole question is now being examined 
in the closest detail by the Board of Trade. 
and in dte course the Cabinet will have to 
take a decision.

NAVAL DISARMAMENT.

The cruiser figures, mefitioned in the 
statement made here on the highest 
authority concerning the progress made jy 
the naval disarmament negotiations, hay. 
caused some surprise in the United States. 
but it is really encouraging to know tha: 
a margin of only three vessels hinders a 
complete understanding. _ There is, there. 
fore, good excuse for optimism, since it is 
concluded that so small a difference car 
scarcely prevent a settlement. Mr. 
Macdonald’s visit to President Hoover now 
promises complete success, so lony as the 
other maritime nations are willing fo 
agree to reductions, when the final con. 
ference meets. It is still thought thar 
this conference, which will be attended |. 
representatives of five Powers, will take 
place in Switzerland early next year. 


The Premier's Plans. 


Mr. Macdonald’s absence from this 
country will last longer than was at firs; 
anticipated, and he will not be home azgaiy 
until after the opening of Parliament. [In 
addition to his visit to the United States 
he will go to Canada to meet Mr 
Mackenzie King, the Canadian Premier. 
after making a short stay at Philadelphia, 
in order to meet personal friends. Mr. 
Macdonald’s present arrangements provid 
for his return to London on November Ist, 
which will be three days after the opening 
of Parliament, but it is not improbable 
that he may arrive home later. Mr 
Snowden is to take his place during his 
brief absence from the House of Commons. 


The King s Shooting. 


Some time ago I was able to indicate 
that the King would be able to indulze in 
a little shooting at Sandringham if ti. 
weather conditions should permit, and it 
is stated to-day that His Majesty has made 
such excellent progress towards complete 
recovery that preparations are now bein. 
made for a day in the coverts. The shoot. 
ing at Sandringham is among the finest in 
the Eastern Counties, and the King has a 
reputation of being one of the best shots 
in the country. At Sandringham the pre- 
serves yield thousands of head of game a 
season, but the King does not care about 
records, infinitely preferring skill in 
marksmanship to numbers. A light-weicht 
gun has been specially EA pe for His 
Majesty’s use, but he generally shoots wit}, 
a twelve-bore hammer ejector of medium 
weight. 


Conservative Leakage to the City. 


In the Conservative Party there is 
much activity, and Mr. J, C. C. Davidson. 
the Chairman, has been on a visit to Mr. 
Baldwin at Aix-les-Bains with a view to 
reviewing the situation. It will be 
recalled that a number of members of the 
party have prepared a request, addresse:| 
to Mr. Baldwin, asking for a special 
meeting to consider policy and organisa- 
tion, and it is now thought that he will 
agree that it shall take place without any 
great delay after the opening of thie 
autumn session. The young Conserva- 
tives are anxious to secure more up-to- 
date methods in the organisation, and to 
this end desire a new chairman of thie 
party organisation. It is highly improb- 
able that Mr. Baldwin will give way on 
this point; for he is intensely loyal and 
will support the heads of the organisa- 
tion to the utmost. It is interesting to 
notice that the exodus of ex-Cabinct 
Ministers into the City of London is caus- 
ing considerable perturbation in the 
party; for it is a matter of speculation as 
to how the next Conservative Party is to 
be formed, if all the leading men are in 
business and disinclined to return to 
Departments. It is difficult to realise 
that there are only four or five members 
of the old Cabinet who have not accepted 
directorships of a more or less important 
character. 


The Railways. 


There are seeds of trouble in the situa- 
tion regarding the decision of the railway 
trade unions to end the twelve months’ 
agreement which brought about a reduc- 
tion of two and a half per cent. in wages. 
The three railway trade unions interested 
have been invited by the railway com- 
panies to meet them on September 24th 
to discuss the position of affairs, and it 
seems probable that two out of the three 
unions will be represented. Mr. E. M.

The Sub-Committee of the Civil Research 
Committee, which is to conduct an inquiry 
into the cotton industry, is to hold its 
first meeting on October 10th.

A Viking Ship.

£393,673. Directing our attention to the 
years 1926-7-8, we find that the Tramways 
Company were able to reduce their work- 
ing expenses very considerably—namely, 
by £44,444 in 1927 and £42,000 in 1928. 
This is all the more striking when we find 
that the number of milesrun by the trams 
in 1928 exceeded by 377,061 the number 
run in 1926 and by 444,442 the number 
run in 1927. 

Following the increase in the number 
of miles run, the figures showing the 
working expenses in pence per car mile 
run are as follows:—1925, 13.9; 1926, 
14.7; 1927, 13.5; 1928, 115. It is 
apparent from the figures submitted by 
the Tramways Company themselves that 
operating costs have been very substan- 
tially decreased during the past three 
years. That still further progress in this 
respect took place in the first six months 
of the present year is shown by a com- 
parison between that period and the 
corresponding period of 1928. The total 
working expenses (exclusive of track 
renewals) for the first six months of 1928 
were £192,856. The corresponding figure 
for 1929 is £193,500. “Though this shows 
a slight increase, the comparison of the

WASHINGTON SURPRISED. 


The Times Correspondent. at Washing- 
ton writes:—The publication in London 
of figures showing that the proposed 
cruiser fleet of the United States is 
greater even®than that contemplated by 
the Fifteen Cruiser Bill has caused 
surprise here, except to President Hoover, 
Mr. Stimson, the Secretary of State, and 
a handful of admirals intimately con- 
nected with the Anglo-American dis- 
cussions. Following upon the announce- 
ments which came from Mr,. Stimson and 
other officials last Friday, the public was 
not prepared for the news that instead of 
building fifteen cruisers, the Hoover Ad- 
ministration desires to build eighteen. 

It is true that in proposing 21 8-inch 
gun cruisers, two of the 10,000 ton class 
would be lopped off the’ fifteen eruiser 
programme, but this saving is to be more 
than balanced by the building of five new 
vessels of about 7,050 tons displacement 
each. In other words, the cruiser pro- 
gramme is to be pared by a total tonnage 
of 20,000, only, however, fo have: 35,250 
additional toris pat on. This is true, of 
course, only if Great Britain accepts the 
United States proposals, which, so far, it 
has not done. :

The text’ of the Soviet reply is as 
follows: “‘ Governed: by an. unalterable 
peace, policy, the Soviet Government 
readily accepted the Chinesé proposal to 
sign' a joint declaration.“ The Soviet 
Government laid it down, however, as an 
absolutely essential minimum that there 
should be amendments and reservations to 
the Nanking’ draft* declaration arising

Peking agreements. 

ELEMENTARY CONDITION.

POLICE BOAT UNDER FIRE.

FATHER DEMANDS 
SON’S DEATH. 


REMARKABLE SCENES 
AT TRIAL. 


From Revtrer’s CokRESPONDENT. 
DIGNE, PROVENCE, Tuesday. 

The Assize Court of this peaceful district 
of South-East France, which often sees a 
whole year pass without a single murder 
case, to-day pronounced the death penalty 
in a case which has shocked the whole 
country by its brutality. 

Jules Uhgetto, aged 18, was sentenced to 
death ; Stephan Mucha, alias Witkowski, 
aged 16, was sentenced to twenty years’ 
imprisonment, saving his head by the fact 
that he was under 16 years of age when 
i the crime was committed last December. 

The two prisoners murdered five people, 
the entire household of a lonely Provengal 
farm, to steal the farmer’s savings. The 
farmer, his wife, their old servant and 
their two children were shot down in cold 
blood after Uhgetto had gained entrance 
to the farmhouse on the pretext of seeking 
shelter for the night. 

COUNTRYSIDE ANGRY. 

The whole countryside had been aroused 
to indignation by the crime, and during 
the two days of the trial the court has been 
guarded like a fortress, with forty mounted 
police and seventy men on foot outside. 
Serious trouble was quite likely; for the 
populace of Valensole, the scene of the 
crime, marched in procession to Digne to 
exact “ people’s justice.” 

In spite of precautions, a large crowd 
gathered outside the courthouse during 
the two days’ proceedings, and, as the 


pleas of the defending counsel came 
clearly through the windows, murmurs 
were heard among the crowd which 


gradually arose into loud hissing. Apart 
from their counsel, the boy murderers 
have not a single friend in the whole 
district. 

FATHER DEMANDS SON’S DEATH. 

Most sensational of all, Uhgetto’s father, 
a bluff woodeutter, gave evidence, and de- 
clared that he did not hesitate to demand 
capital punishment for his son. 

The prosecutor, in his speech, expressed 
h's infinite regret that Witkowski was five 
days under the age of 16 when he took 
part in the murder. The sentence of twenty 
years’ imprisonment was the maximum 
that could be imposed, 

Forty-seven questions were put to the 
jury, who were absent for one hour and 
a quarter, before returning with affirma- 
tive replies to all of them. The two 
prisoners heard the sentences without a 
quiver.

ASSAILANT COMMITS 
SUICIDE,

RANGOON, Tuesday. 

The story of the plucky fight of a young 
English girl, Miss Wheeler, the eightcen- 
year-old daughter of Mr. A. Wheeler, the 
manager of the Mokpalin Quarry, in the 
Thaton district, against an armed Indian, 
has caused a great sensation throughout 
Burma. 

Miss Wheeler’s father came yesterday to 
Rangoon on official business, and, while 
Mrs. Wheeler was engaged in reading 
books, the Indian butler, a man of about 
thirty-six, persuaded Miss Wheeler to 
accompany him to the library to inspect 
some moth-eaten books. 

GIRL’S ESCAPE. 

While both were inside the library the 
butler, who had got possession of a 
revolver belonging to Mr. Wheeler before- 
hand, closed the door, threatened Miss 
Wheeler with the revolver and attempted 
to assault her. Miss Wheeler pluckily 
sprang at the man, and, giving him a 
smart blow, forced him to drop the 
revolver. 

A struggle followed between them, and 
Miss Wheeler, after putting up a brave 
resistance, succeeded in opening the doors 
of the library, ran to her mother’s room 
and bolted the doors. The butler, armed 
with the revolver, pursued her: but finding 
the doors secured against him prowled 
round and round the bungalow. 

SUICIDE RATHER THAN CAPTURE. 

An alarm was raised and police and 
armed sepoys arrived on the scene. On 
seeing them the butler rushed into a room, 
locked himself in and shot himself dead. 
Miss Wheeler received several injuries 
during the struggle, but, with the excep- 
tion of one to the head, they were not 
serious. She was brought to Rangoon to- 
day for expert medical examination and 
treatment.

OPTIONAL CLAUSE, 


POLICY OF THE IRISH 
FREE STATE.

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The Dublin Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphs under date September 17th :— 
It is reported to-day. from Geneva that the 
Irish Free State’s unqualified signature of 
the Optional Clause of the Statute of the 
Permanent Court of International Justice 
has startled the other Dominions. There 
is no surprise in Dublin, where, indeed, 
the leading . newspapers have made no 
comment on it. Mr. McGilligan, Minister 
for External Affairs, who signed the clause 
last Saturday, stated the Irish Free State 
Government's position two months ago in 
the Senate. 

Referring then to reporte.l reservations by 
Great Britain and the Dominions, he said 
that his Government would not: withhold 
disputes between members of the Common- 
wealth from the jurisdiction of the Per- 
manert Court. The Government’s point 
of view, he added, was wholly independent, 
and would be influenced only by circum- 
stances “peculiar and appropriate” to 
the Freo State. Everybody in Ireland 
knows the circumstances which the Govern- 
ment has in mind. It has signed the 
Optional Clause chiefly, if not solely, 
because it is earnestly anxious to abolish 
the jurisdiction which the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council exercises in 
tue Free State under the terms of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty. The Government’s 
desire for this abolition was stated plainly 
at the last Imperial Conference, and will 
be urged with increased vigour when the 
Conference is again convened. 

It is understood that Mr. Blythe, the 
Minister for Finance, and Mr. McGilligan, 
are the most ardent advocates of this 
policy. They think that the Privy 
Council's jurisdiction is inconsistent with 
the Free State’s claims to complete in- 
dependence, and. in two respects particu- 
larly, they wish to have their hands 
absolutely free from its interference— 
namely, in financial and similar disputes 
with Great Britain, and in the Free 
State’s relations with Northern Ireland. 
The Free State Government's attitude in 
the former case was illustrated by the 
Wigg-Cochrane legislation. In the case of 
Northern Ireland an important dispute 
concerning the control of fishery rights in 
Lough Foyle. arose some months ago, and 
remains unsettled. The Free State Govern- 
ment, it is believed, will adopt every 
device to prevent a final resort to the Privy 
Council in this case, and it has seized upon 
the possibilities of the Optional Clause as 
a useful move in the game. 

Moderate opinion in Dublin, and 
especially the opinion of tke old Unionist 
party, regards these tactics with no 
favour. It values the Privy Council's 
jurisdiction as a precious safeguard of the 
rights and liberties of the Free State’s 
citizens, and it resents the interference of 
any external court in the family affairs of 
the British Empire. This schoo] of opinion 
will be an eager student of the develop- 
ments at Geneva.

A REGRETTABLE STEP, 


The Yimes, in-a leading article to-day, 
says:—The action of the British Delegation 
at Geneva in re-opening at this stage the 
question of traimed reservists is to be re- 
gretted. Neither the time nor the occasion 
appears to be appropriate for the step. This 
fundamental problem of land disarmament is 
one on which almost all foreign countries, 
particularly France and Italy, have intensely 
strong convictions, and one certain result of 
the proposed debate must be to stir up 
sharply antagonistic views at a time when 
discussion is quite unnecessary, and when 
no decision can possibly be reached. The 
problem belongs to the Preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission, and ultimately to the 
full Disarmament Conference, and not, to 


one knows that it has long held up the 
deliberations of the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission, but last spring a concession to 
the point of view of the countries with a 
system of universal service was made by both 
the British and the United States delegates, 
and the result was that the deadlock was, at 
any rate, relaxed, and some prospect of ad- 
vance among the difficulties of military dis- 
armament was opened. 

No doubt, the arrangement then reached 
was open to challenge whenever the full Dis- 
armament Conference meets, but no date has 
been fixed for its meeting, and it is quite 
obvious that it could not usefully meet until 
some time after the result of the Anglo- 
American conversations has been considered 
by the five principal naval Powers at the 
conference which it is proposed to hold in 
London in January. The Third Committee 
of the League Assembly is not, in any case, 
in a positron to reach anv useful decision on 
this highly-controversial and essentially poli- 
tical problem, if only for the reason that 


the United States is not represented 
upon it at all, and one part of the 
disarmament question cannot be entirely 


dissociated from the rest. All that a dis- 
cussicn in the Third Committee can he 
expected to do is to provoke a controversy 
that was quiescent for the present, and to 
throw a bone of contention between the 
French and the British delegations at a most 
inopportune moment. 


LORD CECIL’S DETERMINATION. 


The chief reason for this unnecessary re- 
opening of the question, according to our 
Special Correspondent in Geneva, is the 
determination of Lord Cecil to acquaint the 
other States in the League that the present 
British Government does not feel itself bound 
by the concession which Lord Cushendun 
made last sgring on behalf of its Conservative 
predecessor. ‘The impulse does more honour 
to the candour than to the tactfulness of 
Lord Cecil. There is the further considera- 
iion that, however firmly in the saddle the 
nresent Government may feel at the moment, 
it certainly cannot be definitely assumed that, 
when the next meeting of the Preparatory 
Commission takes place, the Labour Govern- 
ment will still be in office, or that Lord Cecil 
will be the British representative at, Geneva. 
The right to mobilise every citizen in the 
service of the State is regarded by all 
Continental countries as inalienable. It is 
considered to be a fundamental principle of 
democracy that each able-bodied man, with- 
out privileged exception, should be trained to 
defend the State in case of need. This con- 
viction is too profound to be altered by any 
discussion in the Disarmament Committee of 
the League. 

Lord Cecil also intends, as his resolution 
shows, to raise in that Committee the 
questions of the limitation of war stocks and 
the supervision of reduced armaments after a 
general treaty of disarmament has been 
signed. Even these points, it might be 
thought, could better be treated in the full 
Disarmament Conference, which it is intended 
to call, than in the Committee of the 
Assembly, On the question of trained 
reservists, the premature disclosure to the 
French Press of Lord Cecil’s intention has 
already shown that there is not the smallest 
prospect of agreement.

500,000 GALLONS 
BURNING.

ESTIMATED LOSS 
OF £35,000. 


PETROL TANKS IN 
DANGER. 


Flames forty to fifty feet high were still 
rising yesterday evening from a big oil 
tank, which burst into flames following an 
explosion at Salt End, Hull, early yester- 
day. The tank contained five hundred 
thousand gallons of paraffin. Its capacity 
is one million gallons. 

Up to five o’clock yesterday evening the 
efforts of the Brigades to prevent the out- 
break spreading to other tanks had been 
successful. As the flames subsided in the 
affected tank the danger became greater, 
because of the heat which radiated almost 
level with the other tanks. A proposal to 
pump petrol from one of the adjacent 
tanks was considered, but it was even- 
tually rejected. ‘There are three-quarters 
of a million gallons of petrol in this tank. 

The Leeds fire engine arrived at 3.30, 
with modern equipment for dealing with 
oil fires. 

OFFICIALS FLY TO THE SCENE. 

At the London offices of the Anglo- 
American Oil Company yesterday after- 
noon it was stated that the chief officials 
of the company had left for Hull by air. 
They left in two private aeroplanes owned 
by the company, one taking off from Stag 
lane and the other from Croydon. 

“The tank is one of the largest of our 
plants,” said an official. ‘‘ If it had been 
full, the value of the oil destroyed would 
have been not less than between £70,000 
and £80,000. There.is little hope of ex 
tinguishing the flames. The spirit will 
have to be allowed to burn itself out.” 


FIRE TO BURN ITSELF OUT. 

The estate is occupied by several large 
oil-importing companies, including the 
Anglo-American Oil Company, the British 
Petroleum Oil Company and the Shell 
Mex Oil Company. Not far removed are 
the alcohol works of the Distillers, 
Limited. 

It is anticipated that the fire will rage 
for forty-eight hours. Ten hours after 
the outbreak the flames were as intense as 
ever, and it seemed certain that the 
tank—which is one of a row of six—would 
have to burn itself out. The ordinary 
methods of playing water on the flames 
were of no avail, and the firemen directed 
their efforts to pouring water on the 
adjoining tanks to keep them as cool as 
possible. 

THE EXPLOSION. 

Workmen who were employed on the 
top of a tank in the course of construction 
some distance away state that the iron- 
work quivered under their feet when the 
explosion occurred that preceded the fire. 
Salt End is an estate of one thousand 
= w provided by the London and North- 
Eastern Railway Company for the accom- 
modation of the oil-importing industry cf 
the port. It is studded with tanks, and 
many new tanks are in course of 
struction. The oil tanker Lucellum, 
carrying benzine, was lying at a jetty, 
and she was taken into mid-stream for 
safety. 

When all the special fire extinguishers 
had been used a further supply of fifty 
tons was ordered from a local manu- 
factory. Orders were also telephoned to 
London for additional supplies, and it was 
reported that an eminent fire-fighter, with 
experience of oil well fires in America, 
would travel to Hull with ample supplies 
of material to extinguish the fire. 


FLAMES AND SMOKE.

The flames at times soared several 
hundred feet into the air, and gave off a 
dense pillar of smoke, which, in the 


vicinity of the dépót, blotted out the sun. 


ADJOINING TANKS TO BE EMPTIED. 

It was ultimately decided to empty the 
tanks on either side of the blazing tank. 
The petrol and gas oil were accordingly 
pumped back through pipes leading to the 
jetty and diverted to other storage accom- 
modation away from the zone of the fire. 

It was calculated that the emptying of 
the tanks weald ocenpy ten hours. There 
was further excitement when an oil rail- 


way wagon was ignited. The fire was still 
raging at 10.30. - 

The fire expert, who had been sum. 
moned*from London, arrived, but at ten 
o'clock had not commenced operations. 


The plates of the blazing tank were white 
hot. 
DASH FOR SHELTER. 

The firemen, begrimed and wet through, 
who battled valiantly to keep up the 
pressure on the hoses playing on the 
threatened tanks, were assisted by scores 
of workmen, many of whom had worked 
all day, with only short intervals. Other 
men raised barriers of earth all round the 
blazing container in order to check the 
flow of oil in the event of any of the 
tanks collapsing. A Leeds fire brigade 
engine which arrived during the afternoon 
with a supply of chemical extinguishers 
made the journey from Leeds to Hull in 
two hours. 

The supply of chemicals gave out early 
in the evening, and the engines returned 
to Leeds. Shortly after nine o'clock an 
alarm was raised that a neighbouring tank 
containing motor spirit was ablaze, and 
there was an instant rush for she!'ter by 
the police and workmen. There was no 
explosion, however, and after a few minutes 
the men returned to their posts to find 
that the tank was still intact. 

Strict regulations were enforced by the 
police, and sightseers were not allowed 
to pass the barriers at the entrance to the 
Salt End Estate. The roads leading to the 
estate were crowded with people, who 
watched the factories and tanks all lit up 
by the brilliant glare of the burning 
parafiin. | 

CHEMICAL EXTINGUISHERS. 
Chemical extinguishers arrived late last 
night from Condon, and further operations 
were commence® Until the arrival of the 
extinguishers the firemen were powerless 
to do anything with the burning tank, and 
all that they could do was to continue to 
play on the sides and top of the adjacent 
containers. At midnight the Hull Cor- 
poration pier was still crowded with 
people, who could see the flames clearly 
until a heavy fog descended, which even

News from Ventura, California, reports 
that a roaring wave of fire has swept down 
the south-west slope of Sulphur Mountain, 
and has advanced within six miles of the 
rich Ventura Avenue Qilficld, in spite of 
the supreme efforts of several hundred fire- 
fighters to hold it back. 

Men have been requisitioned as fire- 
fighters over a radius of fifty miles, and 
a fleet of lorries has been assigned to 
strategic points to rush them to the fire 


lines. : 
The flames are pushing forward ón a 
two-mile front, after laying waste a 


fifteen-mile long stretch from a point four 
miles north of Santa Paula almost to the 
Ventura Avenue line. 

The fire started yesterday as the result 
of.a break in an electric power line. When 
the flames reached the top of Sulphar 
Mountain a tank containing eleven thou- 
sand barrels of oi! boiled over from the 
heat, and spilled its inflammable contents 
in seething fury into the valley below. 

The damage is estimated at 5,000,000 
dollars.

Mr. P. $. Doyle, T.D., in the course of 
a long letter, puts forward a scheme for 
the solution of the problem in connection 
with Dublin traffic. He savs that m the 
working out of the details the scheme would 
probably require alteration, 

Mr. Doyle says :- 

“My suggestion is that Oireachtas 
should be re-assembled at tor the pur 
pose of passing such legislation as may be 
necessary for the purposes of :- 

‘1. Relieving the Tramways 
of all further responsibility for 
transport without payment of 
tion. a 

“2. Coníerring on the local authorities 
concerned full powers to establish an 
adequate ‘bus and tramway service in the 
city and its environs. 

“ó. Empowering the local authorities to 
end the existing deadlock by taking over 
the company's ‘bus and {tramway under 
taking for a definite limited period and 
running it as a municipal undertaking 
pending the establishment of the service 
referred to in paragraph 2 above. 

“4. Empowering them likewise at any 
time during the transition period to pur 
chase, at a pr.ce to be fixed by independent 
valuers to be appointed by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, . such portions of 
the company’s property as they may wish 
to acquire for the purposes of the new 
undertaking. : 

“5. Compelling the company to remove 
at their own expense from the public 
thoroughfare such standards, rails, mains. 
etc., as may not be purchased fer the pur- 
poses of the new undertaking, and to make 
good any damage done to the sat sfaction 
of the local authority concerned. 

“6. Transferring all existing officers.and 
servants of the company to the service of 
the local authorities controlling the new 
undertaking on the sai@e terms and con. 
ditions of service as existed on the 15th 
August last, all motor men bemy required 
to sign an undertaking that, after being 
suitably trained, they would be willing to 
take on the driving of ‘buses, if so 
required, 3 

- qi Empowering the local authorties to 
horrow such monies as may be required for 
the purposes of the new undertaking from 
the Local Loans Fund or by the floating 
of a loan, subject to the general approval! 
and control of the Ministers for Local 
Government and Public Health and 
Industry and Commerce. 

“The proposed abolition of the Tramways 
Company without compensation may 
seem rather drastic, but, ta my mind, a com- 
plete case in favour of it was made by the 
company themse'ves in the evidence which 
their representatives tendered before the 
Court of Inquiry. It is doubtful, in any 
event, whether, in the long run, any. serious 
loss would be incurred by individual share- 
holders, inasmuch as a large portion of the

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF 
THE COVENANT. 


SIR CECIL HURST'S 
STATEMENT.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The first Committee of the League, which 
is dealing with constitutional questions, to- 
day debated the British resolution concernin 
the possibility of modifying Articles 12 an 
15 of the Covenant of the League of Nations, 
with a view to bringing the text of the 
Covenant into, conformity with the text of the 
Paris Pact, . 

The Peruvian proposal to appoint a com: 
mittee to investigate the question of the in- 
clusion of the Pact in the Covenant was also 
discussed 

Sir Cecil Hurst, Great Britain, explained 
the directions in which the Pact went further 
than the Covenant. He said that it was im- 
possible when the Covenant was drawn up to 
include m it obligations so far-reaching as 
those of the Pact—namely. the complete 
renunciation of war as an instrument of na 
lional policy, The signing of the Pact 
demonstrated the great progress that the 
nwtions had made since the Covenant was 
framed, The British Goveriment. considered 
that steps should now be taken to make the 
obligations under the Covenant as far-reach 
ing as those in the Pact. All that was re 
quired was a simple amendment to Articles 
12 and 15 by inserting words which would 
exclude recourse to war, 


THE PACT AND THE GAP. 
_ Article 15, as it now stood, allowed States 
in certain circumstances the right to resort to 
war ween they deemed it necessary in the in- 
terests of their own country, said Sir Cecil 


Hurst. This gap in the Covenant was 
filled by the Pact. The Pact 
hid already become a reality to the 


vast majority of members of the League, and 
it was entirely reasonable to make this very 
modest modification. It implied no radical 
revision of the Covenant, but only minor cor- 
rections to bring it up to date. The British 
Government considered it undesirable and un- 
necessary to make any changes in Articles 10 
and 16. He hoped that the proposed modifi- 
cations would command such a measure of 
assent that they could be adopted by this 
Assembly. The proposal would involve a 
minor consequential amendment to Article 13. 

After a long discussion, in which most of 
the delegates said that in their opinion the 
matter needed considerable study before a 
decision could be reached, the Committee 
decided to appoint a Sub-Committee to con- 
s'der whether any action was possible during 
the present session, of the Assembly, or 
whether the proposals should be investigated 
after the Assembly had closed, for report to 
the next Assembly. 

Sir Ceci] Burst concurred in the appoint- 
ment of the Sub-Committee. i 
The departure of Mr. Henderson. British 
Foreign Secretary, from Geneva has been 
rendered somewhat uncertain by the slow 
progress which the. Assembly and the Com- 
mittees have nade during the past week. but 
it is understood that he still hopes to leave 

on Friday or Saturday. 


STATE MATERNITY 
SCHEME. 


IMPORTANT BRITISH 
SUGGESTION, 
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COAST ROAD, 


MURDER, 


At Larne (Co. Antrim) yesterday, Mr. P. 
S. Bell, R.M., committed Charles M‘Auley, 
publican, Carulough, for trial at the next 
Assizes for the county, on the charge of 
having murdered John Mulvenna (51), garage 
owner, on the Carnlough coast road on the 
10th September, 1929. 

The accused man, on being formally charged 
and cautioned, decided, on tae advice of his 
counsel, to make no statement; 

The principal witness at yesterday's pro- 
ceedings was Archibald Rea, driver of a 
motor lorry, who stated that on the day in 
question he took his lorry to Mulvenna’s 
garsge for repairs. While he was there 

‘Auley drove by in a trap, and Mulvenna 
spoke to him, but the witness did not hear 
what he said. M‘Auley was still driving on, 
but Mulvenna made after him, and daught up 
on him after he had gone about a dozen 
yards, 

Witness saw Mulvenna hit M‘Avley, but 
he did not see what he hit him with. The 
next thing he saw was Mulvenna going to- 
wards his own house. Witness was not look- 
ing at them all the time. Afterwards he saw 
a rifle in M‘Aulev's hand when. he was going 
away, but he could not say what M‘Auley did 
with it. Witness did not hear any report of 
the rifle being fired. He could not swear if 
the rifle M‘Auley had was the same as the 
one produced, 

DYING M.N'S LAST STEPS. 

Witness was awaiting M‘Auley’s return to 
the works and, saw him go back and go into 
his own house, but he could not say if 
Mulvenna was walking in the ordinary way 


or staggering. Witness went into the house 
after Mulvenna and found him lying behind 
the door, Witness spoke to him, but he 


was not able to make any he: He theu 
hfted Mulvenna into the bed, which was close 
by, and then he called the attention of Mise 


urvey. Mulvenna died a few minutes after- 
wards. Witness communicated with the 
police. 


Mrs. M'‘Neilly, to whom M‘Auley gave a 
hift in his trap after the occurrence, stated 
that she noticed his face swollen 

District-Inspector J. A. Martin describe 
the arrest of M‘Auley, and read the following 
statement made by the prisoner after the 
usual caution had been given to him :— 

STATEMENTS BY PRISONER. 

“I was going for a drive along the shore 
road, in the Cushendail direction. About a 
mile from Carnlough, where Mulvenna’s 
garage is, Mulvenna was working at the front 
of a motcr lorry, which was on the righ: 
hand side of the road. When I was almost 
past, Mulverna sprang out and struck me on 
the face with a lever or spanner, TF am not 
sure which, but something hard anyway,’ 1 
lifted che B.S.A, rifle from the bottom of 
the trap. I lifted it up, and whether I fired 
or not I do not know, but he walked down 
and into the garage. went on about 
another mule. and came on the Largy old 
read, and I did not know anything hat 
happened to Mulvenna_ until after Í had 
returned to Carnlough. As I Was going out 
the void at Red Brae L fired some shots at 
gulls on the rocks. ' 

A signed statement, by the aceused man 
read’ as follows :— 

‘* Between one and two p.m. on the LOth 
September I left for a shot, and drove in 
my trap alo.g the shore road towards 
Gamon Tower for a bit of a drive” IL had a 
B.S.A. air rifle .22 with me in the trap. 
When driving past Mulvenna’s garage on 
the shore road there was a motor lorry 
stopped on the road. I think it was Hea's 
of Straid Kelly. I was sitting on the left 
side of the trap driving on the left or near 
side of the road. The jenne* was walking. 
“John. Mulvenna was apparently working 
on the fron. of the motor lorry at the time. 
He came across and said: ‘Are you as yood 
a man as you were the last night” and hit 


‘The British Departmental Committee on the 
Training and Employment of Midwives 
— in its report, which was issued last 
nig it, a comprehensive maternity scheme 
related to the national health insmance.

The Committee stated that there was the 
disquieting fact that during the last ten 
years about three thousand mothers in Eng- 
land and Wales had died yearly, and that 
had ‘‘rightly awakened the public conscience 


to the magnitude of the dangers of 
maternity.” 
The report concludes:—‘'In spite of all 


the efforts which have been made during the 
past decade to lesson the death-rate among 
women in child-birth, the position is now 
little better in this respect than it was 
twenty years ago.” 


MOTORING ACCIDENT.

POTEEN FOR OLD SOLDIER.

Greencastle, County Donegal, who provided 
some poteen for his entertainment. Guard 
Curran saw Cooke standing in the kitchen 
with a cup in his hand. Cooke drank the 
contents of the cup, which the Guard found 
smeit strongly of poteen. He also discovered 
a bottle containing poteen on the dresser. 
When. Cooke was prosecuted at Moville Dis-

FREE STATE’S PROGRESS. 

NEWRY BUSINESS MEN’S 
CONCERN. 


At Newry Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
a letter which was read from the Publicity 
Department, London- Chamber of Commerce, 
asking for an article on Ulster is industrial 
amenities for the forthcoming Ulster num-
